ee right ih a good many instances, of course, which 


Pos we admit, and we do not think for ‘a minute that 
“S ten prices can be legislated into anything for 
which there is little or no demand. That is sa fal- 
lacy, @nd it applies to foodstuffs, labor amd all 
commodities. But, just the same, the exhorbitant 
prices exacted from the consumer and the little 
rrid to the producer, as applied to food, is not reg- 
uu d by the supply and demand, but by trickery 
ani rreéd. 

It is not the law of supply and demand that 
permits food products to go to waste because the 
prices offered leaye no profit to the producer, while 
on the other hand hundreds and thousands of per- 
gons in the large cities are prevented from using 
these same products because the prices at that end 
are far beyond their moderate incomes. That is 
the law cf greed and cussedness, It is a condition 
whereby some man or combination of men,, having 
gained control of a considerable part of the market- 
ing machinery, is in a position to say to the produ- 
cer: ‘Take what I-offer or tet your stuff rot,’”’ and 
to the retailer or consumer, “pay what I ask or go 
without; I'll dump the stuff in the river.” No free 
working of the law of supply and demand, in a 
stata where transportation cHarges are reasenadie, 
would cxact of the contumer five or ten fimes as 
mich es the price paid the producer, maybe only a 
hundred miles distant, for the same article, Such 
conditions do exist, and they are abhorrent to any 
esound view of social and economic justice.
